The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
United States Patent No. 6,379,1 14 B1 (Schott et al. hereinafter) discloses 
controlling a variable pitch marine propeller comprising changing the pitch to a desired 
pitch based on the difference between a measured and a desired magnitude of an 
engine operating characteristic. Schott etal. do not however include a mode selector for 
selecting a cruise mode or a maneuvering mode, nor a cruise mode and a maneuvering 
mode, as is required in each of the respective independent claims, and the claims 
depending therefrom.
